TAFT OUT OF IT. 
If anything were needed lo put a final quietus on the 
hopes iii President I aft to succeed himself as the Repub­ 
lican presidential candidate, New Jersey furnished it. Col­ 
onel Roosevelt's overwhelming victory in the presidential 
preference primary, following his success in Mr. Taft’s 
own state and other decisive victories, indicates beyond 
successful dispute that President Taft does not hold the 
confidence of his party and that his nomination at Chicago 
is practically impossible. 
It is true that, in spite of the numerous Roosevelt vic­ 
tories, Taft appears to have, on the face of things, a major­ 
ity of the delegates. However, it is notorious that many of 
these—particularly the Southern delegates—are not held 
Co the president by any strong ties of loyalty or affection. 
These delegates, while nominally for Taft, will be ready 
to clamber onto the band wagon at the first opportunity. To 
change the simile they are like the proverbial rats, ready to 
desert the sinking ship when the distress signals are sent 
out. 
Taft is now practically eliminated from the race at Chi­ 
cago. 
The nominee will be either Roosevelt or a dark 
horse. 
But the defeat of Taft does not by any means as­ 
sure the nomination of Teddy. There are many things to 
be taken into consideration. 
While Taft cannot hold al) 
his nominal delegates, there are a large number of them 
whose opposition to Roosevelt is sincere and bitter, and 
these cannot be stampeded to the colonel. The “ old guard” 
will fight desperately to prevent the nomination of the man 
who has humiliated and reviled them. No less bitter in his 
opposition is La Follette. 
He also believes and declares 
that Roosevelt’s pretended espousal of progressive doctrines 
is a sham. La Follette will have not less than 36 delegates 
in the convention to start with. 
These 36 votes will never 
go to Roosevelt, but on the other hand, they may be largely 
augmented by accessions from the Taft ranks 
not on prin­ 
ciple but as a measure of icvcnge against Roosevelt. 
It is 
hardly likely, however, that La Follette can be nominated. 
If Roosevelt fails to land, the nomination is more likely lr 
go to a “ dark horse.” Mcst prominent of those who hive 
been mentioned in this contingency is Justice Hughes who. 
in spite of his repeated declarations that he would not be a 
candidate, may be drafted. 
Another name recently sug 
gested is that of Robert I odd Lincoln, son of the martyred 
president, who not long ago publicly rebuked Roosevelt for 
his comparisons of himself to Abraham Lincoln. 
Robert 
Todd Lincoln is a trifle old for a presidential candidate— 
his age is 69 
but he is physically vigorous. He has take": 
no active interest in politics in the past two score years and 
consequently has not become embroiled 
in factional dis­ 
putes. It would require a wide stretch of imagination, how­ 
ever, to pucture him as a progressive. 
But no matter what may be the outcome of the Chi­ 
cago convention, the Republican (tarty will be badly split 
Two, and possibly three, tickets, each professing to be the 
only simon pure representative of genuine Republican prin­ 
ciples, may be in the field. 
In the event of Roosevelt’s 
nomination it is whispered that the “ old guard” will bolt 
and set up a second ticket. Roosevelt has already threat­ 
ened what he would do if the “ bosses” prevailed at Chi­ 
cago. And it is believed by many who know the irrecon­ 
cilable hostility of La Follette to Roosevelt, that in the 
event of the latter** success at Chicago, the Wisconsin man 
will head a ticket of his own. The Republican situation has 
degenerated into a free-for-all fight, not to win, but to pre­ 
vent the other fellow from winning.

THE TITANIC REPORT. 
The report of the sensational investigating committee up­ 
on the Titanic disaster is a severe but well-deserved con­ 
demnation of the incompetency and lack of discipline pre­ 
vailing upon the doomed ship and the culpability of the 
White Star line in failing to provide the sea monster with 
proper equipment to insure the safety of passenger/ and 
crew. 
The action of the company in misrepresenting or 
withholding the true facts for hours after it was known 
that the ship had gone down is also rebuked. The Brit­ 
ish board of trade comes in for a share of criticism and ire 
statement is made that lo its ’’laxity of regulation and hasty 
inspection, the world is largely indebted for the awful 
fatality.” 
Captain Rost ran of the Carpalia, his officers Surd 
crew are highly commended foil "heroically saving the 
lives of 704 people,” and a resolution of congress author­ 
izes the president to have a gold medal made and present­ 
ed to Captain Rostron. 
The report denounces ire com­ 
manding officer of the Californian and declares the tes­ 
timony shows beyond question that this vessel was within 
less than 19 miles of the Titanic when it struck, saw its 
distress signals, and. with incredible brutality, proceeded 
on its way without effort to lend assistance. 
Had the 
Californian gone to the rescue, the committee believes all 
of the crew of the Titanic mi^rt have been saved. The 
report declares that Captain Lord of the Californian, must 
share the responsibility for the loss of over 1,500 lives, 
and recommends his punishment by the British authorities 
in accordance with the laws of that country. 
The report makes a number of recommendations de­ 
signed to insure the greater safety of ocean and large lake 
vessels, including a stricter supervision of wireless telegra­ 
phy and the elimination of interference by amateurs. 
A 
resolution introduced in congress provides for the creation 
of a commission to investigate the laws relating to construc­ 
tion, equipment and navigation of vessels a id to report to 
congress through the president, its findings and recom­ 
mendations by January' I, 1913. 
The investigation committee has done its work well, 
its findings accord with the testimony adduced and its 
recommendations are entitled to immediate and earnest 
consideration. 
I rom the horrors of this greatest of marine 
disasters should arise some compensation in increased safe­ 
ty of ocean travel in the future.
